NCDOT TO HOST A PUBLIC MEETING ON NOVEMBER 7 FOR THE PROPOSED INTERSECTION
IMPROVEMENTS AT N.C. 24 and N.C. 58 IN CAPE CARTERET, CARTERET COUNTY

STIP Project No. R-5858

The N.C. Department of Transportation proposes the addition of a second dedicated right turn
lane from N.C. 24 east onto N.C. 58 south, N.C. 58 north onto N.C. 24 east, from N.C. 24 west
onto N.C. 58 north and N.C. 58 south onto N.C. 24 west; and extending existing merge lanes
towards the bridge along N.C. 58 to improve operation and increase storage capacity. The
project was submitted to the STIP by the Down East Regional Planning Organization (DERPO).
The NCDOT has developed a design concept for the project.
